Conclusions D
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- Hardware/Software compatibility issues must be
resolved before wide spread acceptance occurs

- Need to educate IT managers and facilities personnel
of benefits.

- Requests for power consumption information increasing
during bid process indicating the issue Is on the radar
for procurement organizations outside government
procurement.

- PC manufacturers are customer driven and operating in
a low margin, commodity business. EPA,
manufacturers and other interested parties need to
raise awareness to drive interest and gain support for
Investments to resolve these issues.
